Less than a dozen quiet, hard- 
working men and women whose 
hands are as ready with good deeds 
as their hearts are full of practical 
religion have made themselves re- 
sponsible here for keeping 150,000 
black people physically healthy as 
well as at peace with each other 
and themselves. 

Congo boatmen, who nightly face 
the jaws of crocodiles and hippo- 
potamuses to spread their fishing 
nets across the violent river, al- 
ways arrange their tribal difficul- 
ties to end in early armistices, They 
think the whites ought to do the 
same. Their proposal for handling 
Hitler is simple: Offer him a bribe 
in the form of a valuable woman 
of the allied tribe. This method 
has brought an end to hundreds of 
jungle wars and the tribesmen be- 
lieve that it would be similarly suc- 
cessful in Europe. 


DON’T EXCITE NATIVES 

9 For a week World War II was 
not known in.the jungle, The long, 
hollow drums, whose muffled tat- 
too sends the news of every mar- |" 
tiage and death from village to 
village, were silent. Then paddlers 
in dugout canoes, who had gone 
upstream as far as Stanleyville, 
began asking the mission staff 
searching questions. The Belgian 
government gave orders that all 
native queries should be answered 
with absolute honesty and straight- 
forwardness. But no attempt was 
to be made to whip the villages 
into war frenzy or to complicate 
their lives with political dogma. 

These river and forest people 
are genuinely mystified over 
why the war is continuing so 
long. If offering Hitler a woman 
fails, they have a second solution 
ready, 

“It would be easy to defeat your 
enemy,” they tell British mission- 
aries in this American-financed 
station, “if your tribe would all go 
upon a fast. Starve yourselves for 
two days, Being hungry will make 
you strong. When you feel at your 
strongest take your spears and 
knives, get in your canoes and cross 
to your enemy's side of the river 
and kill them all.” 


BATTLE WITH DISEASE 

Although unable to act upon this 
suggestion, physicians and mission 
workers, headed by Dr. and Mrs 
William H. Ennals, are no strangers 
to Death. They have been holding 

> him at bay for nearly half a cen- 
tury. With the drug tryparsamide, 
furnished by the Rockefeller Foun- 
dation, they have won their own 
battle by driving sleeping sickness 
from around Stanley Falls, In 
1915 many villages had 30 per cent 
of their inhabitants drowsing away 
to death and the physician follow- 
ing the jungle trails found 135 cases 
in six days. This year the doctor, 
wishing to find the deadly blood 
parasite, trypanosome, for tropical 
disease research, had runners 
combing the villages for months 
before finding the first infected 
Case. 

The peculiar British technique 
of snubbing the war by behaving 
as though it never existed flour- 
fishes among the Yakusu Bap- 
tists, Although 40 Baptist 
churches have been destroyed in 
the London area alone and in 
Portsmouth only one was left 
standing, financial contributions 
to this mid-Congo mission for the 
past year were 99 per cent of nor- 
mal,

®™ muddling stubbornly through. Med- 
ical supplies in‘ their tiny hospital 
are low and getting lower. There 
is little chloroform and no ammon- 
| jum carbonate. For anesthesia

jected. Wound sutures having 
ceased to arrive from Europe, they 
are making their own from palm 
fiber. Native wild cotton is boiled 
for cotton batten, Pepper is being 
grown in order to make ointment 
for chest plasters. Palm oil furn- 
ishes vaseline. They cannot fix a 
broken $700 Westinghouse X-ray 
tube from alligators’ teeth or ele-

No American knew What National Socialist prin- 
ciples were, and we were never able to find out in advance. 


In practice, however, this meant that the American firm was 
strictly bound to the contract but that the Germans were 
able to get out of it at any time by quoting such versions 


of National Socialist principles_as they cared to apply. 


There is no such thing as“ 


having purely economic rela- 
tions with the totalitarian 
states. Every business deal 
carries with it political, mili- 
tary, social, propaganda im- 
plications.

Typical Methods 


Examine methods the Nazis have 
tised on Sweden, Switzerland, and 
other weaker countries. A Swedish 
firm sold to Germany in the period 
before December, 1938, often was) 
called upon to submit a list of its| 
employees 

These names were checked 
Against reports from Nazi agents 
in Sweden, and all persons whom 
the Nazis considered undesirable 
had to be fired. 

Otherwise the firm could not 
continue to sell to Germany. How 
could we maintain our freedom if 
individual American firms were 
compelled to discharge employees 
in order to win trading concessions 
in Europe? 


THEIR AIM 

What the Nazis really hape to do 
here is to play one section against 
the other 

,A German forelgn office offi- 
cial told me: “Instead of the 
United States we would like to 
deal with different areas, treat- 
ing them as separate countries. 
We would not do much business 
with the country of New York, 
but we would buy cotton from 
the country of New Orleans and | 
sell finished goods. We would 
buy fruit and lumber from the 
country of San Francisco, We 
would buy packing-house and 
agricultural products from Chi- 
cago.” 

It is an illusion to suppose that, 
after the war, we could get rid of 
our surplus agricultural commod- 
ities to a totalitarian Europe on 
any advantageous basis. 

Any products of which we had 
a surplus would be just the pro- 
ducts they would not buy. For 
example, in the last few years 
the Germans put a maximum 
price of 6 cents a pound on Unit- 
ed States cotton while at the 
same time they were buying cot- 
ton of inferior quality from Latin 
America, Africa, and Asia at 9 
and 10 centa They did this to 
divert trade from this country. 

Nor could we expect to obtain 
from Europe the products we 
wanted. We might find that all 
these items were verboten.

In considering the economic | 
pressure which Hitler might apply | 
to the United States through third 
countries, let us briefly list the 
trading areas of the world as they 
would appear after a Nazi victory. 

In the old world, there would | 
probably remain but two such | 
areas; the Axis, covering Europe, 
Africa, and part of Asia; and the 
Japanese empire in East Asia. 

Both these economic blocs prac- 
tice the strictest of centralized 
control. They would continue to 
deal with each other on the basis | 
of special bilateral agreements, 
covering specified exchanges of 
commodities and services between 
them. They would undoubtedly at- 
tempt to continue this system of 
trade with the countries of the new 
world, 


HULL'S TREATIES

It is impossible for us to include 
in our system states which con- 
tinue to grant special favors to 
other states, for obviously they 
cannot admit us to equal treatment. 

Those nations which have 
made special agreements with 
Germany by so doing prormise to 
| give the Germans special favors. 
| Hence, no state in Latin America 
| may at the same time be a mem- 
ber of the United States system 
Of trade agreements and a mem- 
ber of the German bilateral trad- 
ing system. 

Unfortunately, there are — still 
several Latin American countries 
outside our trade system, because 
we are unable to make satisfactory 


arrangements for importing thei 
commodities, many of which are 
directly competitive ‘with United 
States products. 

TURN 

Those countries, of whom the 


most important is Argentina, turn 
more naturally to the. European 
market and will have no choice but 
to enter Hitler's system of bilateral 
agreements. 

As soon as this trade has reach- 
ed the point where it is abso- 
lutely vital to Argentina and 
other Latin American countries, | 
the Germans will use their posi- 
tion to insist that all trade with 
the United States be stopped, 
that American firms in those 
countries be closed down. 

The Nazis will force certain 
Latin American nations to decide 
whether they will do all their 
panne with Europe or none at 
all. 


BLOC 

In this way they may be able to 
create a trade bloc of several South 
American countries. And we may 
be sure there will be considerable 
likelihood that this totalitarian | 
trade area could expand to the | 
northward, gradually pushing out | 
our advance agents from one coun- 
try after another.

The big news 
services, A.P., U.P., and I.N.S., are not 
Jewish. The largest chains are Scripps- 
Howard and Hearst—not Jewish. The New 
York Times is Jewish-owned, but has an 
overwhelmingly gentile editorial board. 
The most powerful interventionist news- 
papers in the country ate the New York 
Herald Tribune, the Chicago Daily News,

In fact, if every American Jew died 
tomorrow it would make not the lightest 
difference in the policy of the movies, the 
radio, the government, or the press— 
unless, of course, Mr. Lindbergh and his 
followers could fill whatever positions 
were left vacant from the lists of the 
America First Committee. 

There are precedents for that, too, in 
Fascist countries. 

But first he would have to deal with 
some of us who are not Jews.

New Outbreaks of War Threat- 
ened in Small Countries Close

Teheran is fully occupied 
and the new shah has been persuaded to 
grant certain constitutional rights to the

One effect of the raid on Persia will be 
1o disperse what was a hotbed of Nazi 
intrigue. It obviously will not be so active 
in Persia hereafter, but the mischief- 
makers who have escaped will be anxious 
to ply their trade in other eastern areas. 


In the Balkans 


Meanwhile, reports come from the Bal- 
kans which promises further disquiet in 
the near eastern front. 

In these parts, the invasion of Turkey 
is a common topic of conversation. Reput- 
able correspondents in this area appear 
to be sure that plans for this move are 
fully completed and that the march will 
begin soon. 

Bulgaria has called up three new 
classés of men to the army and is expected 
to take the initiative on behalf of Germany 
in attacking Turkey. 

The Turks, it is said, will be offered 
the alternative of granting passage to Ger- 
man and Bulgarian troops, thus enabling 
the Germans to reach the Caucasus and 
its oil fields before the Nazi gasoline 
shortage becomes acute, which will likely 
be the case before the end of the year. 

Ankara believes the Germans have be- 
tween eight and ten panzer divisions on 
the Turkish-Bulgarian frontier. High staff 
officers have been arriving in Sofia from 
Berlin. 

The Bulgarian army is on the Greek 
frontier flanked by two German divisions

| in eastern Thrace. 


Two dozen new airfields in Bulgaria are 
reported to shelter an increasing number 
of Nazi warplanes. 


Attack Imminent? 


All this troop placement and movement 
would seem to indicate overt designs of 
some kind 

Even Greek ports, which are now filled 
with Nazi submarines and surface raiders, 
are said to be a part of the plan to attack 
Turkey. 

In London there is a considerable divi- 
sion of opinion with regard to Hitler’s in- 
tent towards Turkey. But no one doubts 
that the Near East will loom larger in 
the war picture as soon as winter slows 
up operations in Russia. 

There is no doubt that Germany's win- 
ter plans include an attempt to seize the 
Dardanelles and the Straits of Gibraltar, 

These attempts will undoubtedly be 
followed, as soon as the Germans are able 
to release pilots from the Russian front, 
by new and more furious attacks, not only 
on Britain, but on alj allied ports on the 
Mediterranean, 

Dive-bombing attacks on shipping in 
the Red Sea and the Suez Canal wil! also 
be developed to stem the flow 
supplies from Britain and America

Egypt Upset 


Resentment runs high in Egypt over 
the bombing of Cairo and the Egyptian 
government may be moved to seek a more 
active role in the war as a result of it. 

Last April, the British cabinet declared 
that if either Cairo or Athens were bomb- 
ed, the British would commence a system- 
atic bombing of Rome. 

It is believed that preparations may be 
under way to carry out this promise, 

The official statement in April 
tinued 

‘The greatest care will be taken not to 
bomb Vatican City and the strictest orders 
to that effect have been issued.”

45,000 MEALS

St. Albert Man $25,500 Compensation

Freed Charge 
Manslaughter 


Driver of the car that caused 
death of two passengers, Alphonse 
Sevigney, St. Albert, was acquit- 
ted by Mr. Justice O'Connor in 
supreme court Friday afternoon 
on charges of manslaughter and 
dangerous driving. 

The two charges were laid by 
RC.M-P. after an accident on July 
18, when the car, allegedly driven 
by Sevigney, skidded, killing Moise 
Courchaine almost instantly and 
causing injuries to Harvey Delorme 
which resulted in his death in a 

“city hospital several days later. 

The accident occurred at the “Y” 
turn on the Alberta Beach road. 
the car skidding and striking a sign 
post and telephone pole before turn- 
ing over. 

There were six passengers in the 
car at the time, returning to St 
Albert after attending a wedding 
party at Alberta Beach. Gilbert 
Perrault, Dan Pepin, Evelyn Ar- 
neault and the driver, all of St. 
Albert, suffered minor injuries. 

F. C. Jamieson, K.C., argued that 
Sevigney did not show complete 
disregard for others. 

Crown Prosecutor J. W. Me- 
Clung, K.C., attempted to gain con- 
viction by arguing that Sevigney 
“showed disregard” in that he pass- 
ed another car, going 45 miles an 
hour 

Mr. Justice O'Connor said that on 
the manslaughter charge he found 
no degree of fault to justify con- 
viction. On the dangerous driving 
count the justice claimed that there 
was conflicting evidence that the 


accused was drinking.

Thomas Dickson, of Winnipeg, 
who is succeeding Frank Pike as 
manager of the main branch of 
the Bank of Montreal] here, will 
arrive in Edmonton next Wed- 
Nesday, it was announced Satur- 
day.

Civic Utilities 
Profits Increase. 


Profits on the city-owned utili- 
ties are higher than last year and, 
in the first eight months of 1941, 
have passed the estimated increase 
expected in this year’s budget. 

Total profits are $677,579 up to 
August 31, which is $12,376 more 
than lasi year. The budget esti- 
mated that the full year’s profits 
would be $11,000 greater than those 
of 1940 

The utilities’ taxes, paid to the 
city itself, totalled $398,807 in the 
eight months, or $13,872 more than 
in the same period of 1940, leaving 
a net surplus of $278,771, down

“Adequate protection” to naval experts means convoys, In 
Atlantic, the United States has a large and formidable number of 
capital ships including the new North Carolina and Washington. In 
aircraft carriers, destroyers, cruisers, escort vessels and light craft 
available to counter the submarine and raider menace, she also has 
considerable strength—greater many times than Germany's. Such a 
force is calculated to guarantee safe passage to merchant ships, like 
wise to track down from such strategic bases as Iceland prowling Nazi 
vessels of war.

Also part of such a program for maintaining freedom of the seas, 
well-informed quarters report, is a proposal for arming merchant 
ships. President Roosevelt disclosed some time ago that the navy had 
such plans, kept contiuously up to date, They have been on paper for 
a number of years 

Another counter to the Axis in the Atlantic—this one is no} new 
—is the navy's air patrol, set up to isolate “hemispheric” waters and 
expanded to take over the task of scanning the ocean and warning 
merchant ships of German submarines and raiders. ‘The precise limits 
of such patrol activity is not known, but it ranges far from America’s 
outlying bases—as far as a thousand miles. With British flying boats 
—many of them American-made—ranging almost as far from Europe, 
the no man’s land of the Atlantic has been cut to a comparatively 
narrow zone, 

All of these factors, the old and the new, add up to one of the most 
decisive in the war. The Axis has been warned its vessels of war will 
be shot on sight in America’s defensive waters—with no blue print of 
“defensive waters” supplied. The United States has the means to stand 
behind its vow. In the Atlantic, not in Russia or in Africa, the 
eventual outcome of the Axis-British war may already have been 
decided.

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Defenders Of Tobruk Remain Cheerful Through One Of Most Heroic Chapters Of War 


When the history of the Second World War is written, one 
of the most heroic chapters will be the defence of Tobruk 
in North Africa by British and Australian troops. Sur- 
rounded on land on all sides, but with the port still open 
to receive supplies, a handful of men have held out against 
repeated German and Italian attacks through a scorching 
summer. They have turned back the enemy's dive bomb- 
ers, tanks, and infantry with heavy losses. Tobruk was 
first captured last winter by the British in their advance 
into Libya, and in the spring the Germans and Italians 
rolled the British back beyond Tobruk, but were unable to 
take the town or its vital harbor on the Mediterranean Sea. 
As long as the gallant defenders of Tobruk hold out, the 
whole Axis position and line of communications in North 
Africa is vulnerable. Not merely content with holding 
their own, the hard-fighting Australians of Tobruk have 


captured important positions outside the town, and thus is 
strengthened their defences. One detachment of infantry, 
operating within easy range of the enemy’s guns, recently 
captured several Italian artillery pieces, repaired those 
_ which needed it, dug in for gun positions, and formed 
crews made up of cooks, orderlies, and everybody except 
artillerymen. When the enemy attempted to storm their 
forward position, these rookies fired 1,100 rounds of 
ammunition into the opposing lines within two hours, quite 
an achievement even for artillery experts. Later, when 
their fire was checked, it was found to be not only rapid 
but exceedingly accurate. Of such heroic exploits will the 
epic of Tobruk some day be recorded in full.
